OLD PENAL LAWS OF ENGLAND.—About 


1807, a poor woman, with two children, one 
at tho broast,stolo from inside a shop door a 
pieco of linen worth some seven or eight 
shillings. 8ho, howover, had not proceeded 
fir when she repented of her crime, and was 
returning to the shop when she was arrested. 
She was tried at tho Old Bailey, convicted 
and condemned to death. Tho jury and tho 
prosocutor unanimously recommended the 
woman to mercy, on account of her husband 
having been pressed as a sailor, her starving 
condition at the limo, and hor previous un- 
blemished character. 
But all in vain. The 


judge refused to indorse tho application.and 
tho woman was executed at Tyburn, tbo 
child being taken from her breast at the foot 
of tho gallows. 
In tho minds of a largo 


majority of tho public ahig elocution excited 
great indignation, and n bill was brought 
into Parliament to abolish tho punishment 
of doath for stealing in n shop to the value 
of five shillings. This bill was. at first 
thrown out in tho House of Peers, tho 
judges being against it. Tho bill subsc- 
quontly bocamo n law. On tho introduction 
into tho House of Lords of a bill for tho ab- 
olition of tho punishmont of doath for steal- 
ing in a dwelling houso to tho value of forty 
shillings, tho majority of tho judges were 
against it. Lord Ellonborough was particu- 
larly energetic in his opposition, arguing 
that as tho law stood it worked well; why 
thon should it bo altered? Ono of tho peers 
was so struck with tho validity of the 
learned lord's arguments that ho said, "Wo 
shall not bo oblo to place with safety our 
heads upon onr pillows if that bill passes 
into ft law!" In tho thirty year's from 17J1H 
to 18M, for offenoea against tho Bonk Act 
alono, fi2!) men wero capitally convicted, and 
1,1G1 wero transported; yot.till public opin- 
ion became too strong to bo disregarded, tho 
judges offered little opposition 
to such 


atrocious cruelty.
